He 
blames distribution, rather than 
faulty production, and maintains 
that the over-all problem 1s a po- 
litical one since hunger is a phe- 
nomenon of organized society.

REFLECTING the beauties of nature on an early May morn- 

ing, the sunbeam crystallizes myriads of diamonds on the 
dew-laden grass. Thus does the eternal Son of God reflect His

In his renowned encyclical on+ 


the Blessed Virgin, Ad Diem 
Yilum, Blessed Pius X wrote, “In 
one and the same womb of His 
most chaste Mother Christ both 
took flesh for Himself and united 
to Him His spiritual body, namely 
that composed of all who were to 
believe in Him. Thus, as Mary 
had the Savior in her womb, she 
can also be said to have borne all 
those whose life was contained in 
the life of the Savior. 

“Therefore everyone of us who 
are united with Christ, inasmuch 
as, in the words of the Apostle 
(Eph. 5,30) we are members of 
His body, of His flesh, and His 
bones, has come from the womb 
of Mary, after the manner of a 
body united with its head. Whence, 
in a spiritual and mystical way, 
we are said to be the children of 
Mary, and she is the Mother of 
us all.” 

What more convincing argu- 
ment could the Pope have given 
to mankind!

children. All who are truly de- 
voted to her, call upon her in every 
need, physical as well as spiritual, 


and from experience they know| 


that she never says, “No.” 


Devotion to the Blessed Virgin 
Mary is as old as Christianity it- 
self. Even during her life on earth, 
Mary’s intercession with her Son 
brought a miracle to relieve the 
embarrassment of the wedding 
couple at Cana. Pictures and in- 
scriptions in the catacombs prove 
the early Christians’ devotion to 
her. As soon as Christian services 
emerged from underground, 
churches were erected to her -hon- 
or, such as Old St. Mary’s built by 
Pope Sylvester in the early fourth 
century; St. Mary Major’s built in 
Rome in the early fifth century; 
and the cathedral of Ephesus in 
which the famous Council of 
Ephesus was held in 431. 


Since the Council’ of Ephesus, 
devotion to the Mother of God was 
so widely spread that even today 
some heretical sects, such as the

Meanwhile the priceless, 16th- 
century monstrance of the Toledo 
cathedral has arrived here for the 
Eucharistic ceremonies, The mon- 
Strance is over six feet tall and 
contains 640 diamonds, 14 topaz 
stones and 51 sapphires.

April 21 is a memorable date for 
20-year-old Mrs. Wanda Zmyslo. It 
marks the beginning of one of the 
few happy years of. her life... On 
April 21, 1951, she was married 
to Methew Zmyslo. And on the 
first anniversary of their marriage, 
the Zmyslos became the proud par- 
ents of a daughter, Elizabeth Marie. 


Before her marriage, Mrs. Zmy- 
slo was one of the wandering peo- 
ple of the world who, since she 
was a child of nine years, had no 
home because of world conflicts. 
Fortunately, the Polish-born girl 
has forgotten some of the details 
of a girlhood that saw her travel- 
ing more than two-thirds of the 
way around the world in search of 
a home. 


At 3 a.m. Feb. 10, 1940, Wanda 
Magierowski, her parents, two 
sisters and three brothers, were 
awakened in their Poznan, Poland 
home by Russians and herded with 
other Polish neighbors to a Rus- 
sian labor camp. 

From that camp, the family was 
sent to Siberia, where because of 
enforced labor regulations for all 

ersons over 13 years of age, 
Vanda was separated from other 
members of her family for some- 
times two weeks. Wanda and her 
two younger sisters were too young 
to work, but they were required 
to go to school where only the 
Russian language was permitted. 

During the six months of the 
Magierowskis’ stay in Siberia, 
Wanda’s mother was poisoned and 
died.
